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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Elizabeth Hall on 14 April 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1 and 3-12 are cancelled. 

In Claim 13: On line 15, delete the word "comprising." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-18, 23 and 24 are allowed. 

With respect to independent claim 13, the prior art does not disclose, in the claimed 
environment, a support cylinder comprising a blind hole in communication with a plurality of 
radial cross holes extending to the exterior surface of the cylinder. As persuasively argued by 
Applicant, the Schwarz '650 reference only discloses the use of a single radial cross hole in 
communication with a blind hole. The current invention uses multiple radial cross holes to 
evenly distribute the circulating fluid through the liquid circulation system, whereas the single 
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cross hole of Schwarz '650 creates pressure on one side of the membrane and therefore does not 
allow for the optimum diffusion of biochemicals through the membrane. 

The Rigopulos (US 3682318) and Agranat (US 3722694) references also represent 
pertinent prior art in that they disclose the use of a fluid chamber that includes a plurality of 
membrane carrier assemblies each comprising a support cylinder, a molecular weight cut-off 
membrane, and a chamber. Rigopulos and Agranat do not, however, disclose that the support 
cylinder has an axial blind hole aligned with a through bore and in communication with a 
plurality of radial cross holes. 

With respect to independent claim 18, prior art does not disclose, in the claimed 
environment, a support cylinder comprising a blind hole in communication with a plurality of 
radial cross holes extending to the exterior surface of the cylinder to create a plurality of surface 
pockets. As persuasively argued by Applicant, the Schwarz '650 reference only discloses the use 
of a single radial cross hole in communication with a blind hole. The current invention uses 
multiple radial cross holes to evenly distribute the circulating fluid through the liquid circulation 
system, whereas the single cross hole of Schwarz '650 creates pressure on one side of the 
membrane and therefore does not allow for the optimum diffusion of biochemicals through the 
membrane. 

The Rigopulos (US 3682318) and Agranat (US 3722694) references also represent 
pertinent prior art in that they disclose the use of a fluid chamber that includes a plurality of 
membrane carrier assemblies each comprising a support cylinder, a molecular weight cut-off 
membrane, and a chamber. Rigopulos and Agranat do not, however, disclose that the support 
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cylinder has an axial blind hole aligned with a through bore and in communication with a 
plurality of radial cross holes. 

With respect to claim 24, the prior art does not disclose, in the claimed environment, a 
plurality of membrane carrier assemblies each transversing the growth compartment and each 
including a support cylinder, a molecular weight cut-off membrane, and a chamber containing 
circulating culture medium. The Schwarz '035 and Schwarz '650 references represent the closest 
prior art, but each only disclose a single membrane carrier assembly. Furthermore, the Schwarz 
references do not disclose that the support cylinder comprises a blind hole in communication 
with a plurality of coplanar radial cross holes. The Schwarz references do not disclose the use of 
surface pockets constructed on the exterior surface of the cylinder. 

The Rigopulos (US 36823 18) and Agranat (US 3722694) references also represent 
pertinent prior art in that they disclose the use of a fluid chamber that includes a plurality of 
membrane carrier assemblies each comprising a support cylinder, a molecular weight cut-off 
membrane, and a chamber. Rigopulos and Agranat do not, however, disclose that the support 
cylinder has an axial blind hole aligned with a through bore and in communication with a 
plurality of radial cross holes. Rigopulos and Agranat do not disclose the use of surface pockets 
constructed on the exterior surface of the cylinder.
